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Bedford  (Trimbk):  behd/fatd  (Bedford).  This  6th  class  city  located  on  US  42  and  421 , 
30  mi  ne  of  downtown  Louisville,  is  the  seat  of  Trimble  Co.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
settled  around  1 808  by  the  family  of  Richard  Bell  who  built  his  home  on  the  hill  above 
what  was  to  become  the  famed  antebellum  resort  of  Bedford  Springs.  The  town  was 
chartered  in  1816  and  probably  named  for  Bell's  Virginia  hometown.  The  po  was  est 
on  Mar  23,  1818,  with  William  E.  Young,  pm.  In  li37,  soon  after  the  co  was  est,  the 
town  was  made  its  seat. 

Brownsboro  (Oldham):  brownz/bnhr/s  (Crestwood,  Anchorage).  Now  but  a 
crossroads  hamlet  V2  mi  n  of  I  71  and  6  mi  sw  of  LaGrange,  this  was  once  the  co's 
principal  industrial  and  commercial  town.  It  developed  around  a  trading  post  and 
Callahan's  Tavern,  a  stage  stop,  at  the  jet  of  2  pioneer  rds.  The  name,  possibly 
honoring  Kentucky's  first  senator,  John  Brown  (1757-1837)  was  first  applied  to  the 
po  est  on  Mar  26,  1827,  with  Jacob  Oglesby,  pm,  and  was  bestowed  on  the  town  when 
it  was  chartered  by  the  Kentucky  legislature  in  1 830.  The  po  was  discontinued  in  1908. 


Floydsburg  (Oldham): /7oiV/z/bergh  (Crestwood).  This  is  now  a  hamlet  with  extinct  po 
onKY  1408,  7  mi  sw  of  LaGrange.  The  po  in  operation  from  1822  to  1861,  was  named 
for  its  location  at  or  near  Col.  John  Floyd's  Ford  Station.  Virginia-bom  Floyd 
(1750-83)  was  a  surveyor  and  Indian  fighter.  The  town  of  Floydsburg  was  chartered 
by  the  Kentucky  legislature  in  1830. 


LaGrange  (Oldham):  \3/ghrdndj  (LaGrange,  Smithfield).  This  4th  class  city  and  seat  of 
Oldham  Co  is  on  1  71 ,  K'V  53  and  146,  and  the  L&N  RR,  20  mi  ene  of  downtown 
Louisville.  In  1827  Maj.  William  Berry  Taylor's  offer  of  this  crossroads  site  for  the 
relocation  of  the  co's  seat  from  Westport  was  accepted.  A  town  was  then  created  and 
named  by  Taylor  for  the  country  estate  in  France  of  General  LaFayene .  with  whom  he 
had  been  impressed  on  the  Frenchman's  visit  to  the  area  in  1824.  In  Mar  1828,  for 
some  reason,  the  seat  was  returned  to  Westport  where  it  remained  until  1838  when 
LaGrange  was  again,  this  time  permanently,  made  the  co's  seat.  The  LaGrange  po  was 
est  on  Dec  1,  1828,  with  Thomas  Berry,  pm.

Westport  (Oldham):  wehst /pawn  (LaGrange).  This  is  now  a  hamlet  with  po  on  the 
Ohio  R,  6'/2  mi  nw  of  LaGrange.  The  town  is  said  to  have  been  founded  in  1797  by 
Joseph'Dupuy  and  Harmon  Bowman  and  may  first  have  been  called  Liberty.  It  was 
known  as  Westport  by  June  1797,  a  reference  to  its  early  aspirations  as  a  port  to  the 
w,  i.e.,  the  then  Northwest  Territory.  The  po  was  est  on  Apr  1,  1816,  with  Hugh 
Luckie,  pm.  Westport  was  chosen  as  the  seat  of  the  new  co  in  1823.  In  July  1827  the 
seat  was  temporarily  relocated  at  what  became  LaGrange  but  by  Mar  1828  it  had 
returned  to  Westport,  where  it  remained  until  1838  when  it  was  finally  removed  to 
LaGrange.
